Statement Brings Forth Tumult of Ap- 


plause at St. Louli.—Explains 


Dangers Which Might

St. Louis, Feb. 3.—President Wilson 
today told an audience of 15,000 which 
swayed with a tumult of cheering that 
the United States should have the 
greatest navy in the world. 
"I believe the navy of the United 
States should be unconquerable," he 
said, "the greatest in the world." 
The -president declared that subma- 
rine commanders abroad have instruc- 
tions which for the most part conform 
with international law, but that the act 
of one commander might set the world 
afire, including America.

Berlin, Feb.' 3. — The darkest, picture 
drawn o£ privations and pestilence in 
Poland, have failed to portray the ex- 
tent of. misery of the war sufferers 
there, it was said today by two. Amer- 
icans who have made a personal in- 
vestigation. They are Frederick D. 
Wolcotl, European representative 
of 
the Rockefeller foundation, and Cae- 
sar Whitney, of the American commis- 
sion, for relief in Belgium. 
These men have just returned from 
a fortnight's trip through Poland for 
investigation of the need of relief. 
Mr. Whitney and Mr. Wolcott say 
there is virtually no food left, except 
potatoes and a small amount of 'flour. 
Little fuel remains. Typhu* and other 
diseases prevail. 
Thousands of persons are without 
shelter. Thirty per cent, of the popu- 
lation is absolutely dependent on re- 
lief. 
The urban 
population suffers 
particularly from' lack of fuel and the 
inhabitants of rural districts, from 
lack of shelter. 
Forty thousand persons who sifted 
back through the Russian lines are in 
concentration camps. Fortunately the 
winter thus far has been exceptionally 
mild. 
Little live stock is left, and 
accordingly there is no meat or fat 
food for the people.

Of Regulus, the 
royal star, the brightest of Leo, we 
spoke in last month s article; the next 
brightest is Denobola, the Lion's Tail, 
ihB unlucky star. Denebola is a star 
ot a bluish tinge and. sects, to have 
boon Brighter in olden times than it ia 
now. 
(t is approaching the earth nt 


tho rato of 121 miles per second and is 
,no\v about 33 yecjs distant from the 
.solar system. In intrinsic, brilliancy

The Total Solar Eclipse of Feb. 3 
A total eclipse or darkening of tho 
sun's disk is, indesd, one, of the most 
important, as well ns interesting, of 
astronomic phenomena and onr. which 
is e-xceodlngly rare. 
Yet it is true 
that, very tovr people ever get to see 
one; 
but that is becauso the eclipse, 
when it happens, can only be seen as 
.a total eclipse over a very limited 
area. Perhaps every one of us has 
seen many partial eclipses, but they 
are of less interest as spectacles and 
oC litilo or no value to science. The 
piTspnt. eclipse will 'be seen as n total 
only over n narrow strip passing over 
Colombia and Venezuela and 
across 
l-ho sea to the Azores: but as a partial 
the eclipse will be visible all over the 
TJnlted States. 
In the vicinity 
of 
"Washington and New York,the eclipse 
will begin, approximately at 10 o'clock 
m the morning' and end after noon. In 
the central part of the country it will 
begin earlier. 


In 
trying 
to 
understand 
how 
eclipses of the sun come about, bear 
in mind that, ns tho earth revolves 
about the sun, so the moon revolves 
about tho earth .being ;now between 
us nnd the sun. now outside of the 
earth's orbit. The earth's orbit about 
tho sun nil lies in one plane, called the 
ecliptic; neither body over gets out of 
this plane. Similarly with tho earth 
tind moon. The moon's orbit around 
the earth lies in u plane, aud this 
plane iii not. the same as the above 
named ecliptic plane, but makes only 


a small angle with it. Now it some- 
itmes happens that in his revolutions 
about the earth the moon gets right in 
between the sun and the earth in such 
a way as to obstruct the light of the 
sun on ita. way to the earth, exactly as 
someone might walk between you and 
si? ".Shied lamp in your sitting room'. 
The lamp is then in "solar" eclipse. 
Inasmuch as the moon must always 
be directly, between the sun and earth 
at a time of solar eclipse, the phase of 
the maan which corresponds to this 
position is that, of new-moon. 


No every new moon will bring us 
some kind, of aolar eclipse, however 
because in. order that the rnoon may 
obstruct onr vision of the sun, it is 
necesary for him to be directly 
or 
very nearly, on the exact straight line 
Joining the sun and .earth. If bo be 
too much above it or below it, we will 
nave the usual- occurrence of a new 
moon without the 
eclipse. 
If 
the 
moon's orbital plane were the same as 
the ecliptic, or 
earth's 
plane, 
an 
eclipse would occur at 
every new 
moon; for then :the inoon would :al- 
ways be in tho same place With "the 
sun and earth and could not help get- 
ting directly in between the sun and 
earth as it ' turned about the earth. 
We have seen above that the moon's 
orbital plane makes 
an angle with 
that of the earth, and so it will be 
! only when we have a hew moon at 
i.tJio time that the moon in his orbit is 
in a place very near .the earth's eclip- 
tic that we shall have an eclipse, Of 
course, at the intersection of these 
two planes the new moon will be in 
both planes at once; so we would 
have an eclipse then, and also if the 
new moon occurs at places very near 
this intersection point. ' 
Not every'eclipse will be a full and 
total darkening of the sun's disk; the 
moon may pass in such a way as to 
cover up only part of the disk. Again 
it may happen that the moon is so 
far from the 
earth that when he 
passes the sun he covers up only the 
central portion, and we see around 
the black moon a bright ring of the 
sun's disk. This -is called an annular 
eclipse. 
There will be one of these 
on July 29 of this year, visible only 
in the regions about Australia. 


The §aros or Repetition Period. 
" It is a very interesting fact that, if 
a"certain eclipse happens on a given 
date, in exactly 6,585 days we shall 
have an absolutely similar eclipse oc- 
curring. 
.This 
period, 
called 
the 
Saros, was discovered long ago by the 
ancient Chaldaenn aatronome'rs. It is 
the lowest common multiple of sev- 
eral of the lunar periods, so that after 
this number of days conditions are 
bound to repeat themselves. 


AVhat does the fortunate one who 
flnds himself in a location of visibil- 
ity of .a total eclipse, really see? As 
the moon slowly creeps across the 
face oC the brilliant sun no apparent 
difference, is at first noticed in the 
general illumination. Only .as it ap- 
proaches the crescent shape we no- 
tice that images of the sun formed 
on the ground by the small spaces be- 
tween leaves on a tree are of a cres- 
cent shape. But as the moon silently 
devours more and more of the sun's 
disk, the darkness, mysteriously and 
unearthly, increases rapidly, till only 
a small, thin strip of the sun is left. 
Then suddenly the gloom reaches its 
maximum, and the sun is entirely cut 
off. 
But in that same moment there 
bursts upon our view the -boundless 
beauty of the silvery corona and the 
'protuberances 
naming rose-red 
in 
great streamers about the bMie-black 
shadow of the moon. Three or four 
minutes this lasts, and then suddenly 
a 'shaft of sunlight strikes the earth 
and melts away the glorious color dis- 
play, not to be seen again until the 
next eclipse.

Japan, with its 60,090.000 popula- 
Jon and with a yearly increase of 
ibout 1,000,000, is conceived as feel- 
ing' the absolute necessity ' of expan- 
sion somewhere. Her people do not 
fancy the cold climate of Hokkaido or 
districts like Sakhalin island, the half 
of which was acquired from Russia. 
They are filled with a business-like 
determination to emigrate to 
those 
places where opportunities are many 
and where they will get -the 
most 
money for • their, services as1 well an 
the most material comforts for their 
money. 
Japan hemmed in by the 
waters of the Pacific in-her Island 
territory is described as looking with 
friendly envy -.upon the great expanse 
of countries like the United States 
with their vast natural resources and 
as wondering .why she, great nation 
as she is,' should not have'Something 
of what Baron Kato, the ex-foreign 
minister, called "her share 
of

Will Broaden Out.

Several writers have come forward' 


. Insisting .that. Japan must .at once take 
; full advantage of ,the economic oppor- 
tunities she has obtained in, China, 
pointing out that the mere acquisi- 
tion of these rights Is not sufficient 
unless followed by business-like de- 
velopments. Dr. S. Suyehlro,' a pro- 
fessor of Kioto university, declares 
this is. one means of dissipating anti- 
Japanese sentiments in. China. 
He 
holds that.thei aversion of the Chinese 
people would disappear w.henv they 
realized the satisfactory effects 
of 
Japan's exploitation of their resources 
on the general condition of the coun- 
try: . Instead of criticizing the gov- 
ernment, Dr. Suyehlro says the peo- 


j pie should study the chances of gain 
In Manchuria and Mongolia 
where 
Japan has established a sphere of in- 
fluence. He urges the- Japanese to 
become active'in every field of 
en^ 
deavor in these regions. Now that 
Japanese interests, are Increased there 
should be a big emigration .there. The 
doctor is rather. pessimistic as to la- 
bor development as ie thinks that the 
Japanese laborer is no match for the 
Chinaman in Manchuria. The same 
•Js true as to the shop-k'eepers,' the 
Chinese being able to undersell the 
Japanese. 
So the writer concludes 
that the field for the Japanese is in 
Industry .and agriculture. As to in- 
dustryy, with an abundance of cheap 
and superior coal from Pushuh,. the 
prospects arp excellent. As regards 
agriculture, rice cultivation, 
appears 
hopeful. 
Dr. Suyehlro doubts, how- 
ever, whether the Japanese farmers 
can obtain the same success in Man- 
churia as they have 
in California, 


which he has visited. He urges his 
fellow countrymen to understand that 
it is only byi long,, patient and strenu- 
ous efforts that they can hope to find 
real benefits in Manchuria. 
Seek Hold in China. 


• Other prominent' men, especially 
those engaged in business; dwell upon 
the necessity of pushing- Japan's op- 
portunities/ in China.. 
They 
voice 
their faith in the sincerity, of the gov- 
ernment in enunciating the principles 
of the open door and integrity. "It 
must be quite 'evident;" wrote Mr: 
•Yamada, a member of the house -of 
representatives, "that in pressing her 
demands concerning Manchuria and 
Mongolian,' Japan was completely free 
from the ambition of seeking to annex 
these regions,' 
Japan is convinced 
that'In order to establish closer rela- 
tions between the two .Oriental pow- 
ers, to-extricate China from impend- 
ing danger and thus to ensure 
the 
maintainenee of peace'in the FarEsat 
she ought to secure 'a firmer foothold 
In" China. ' If the Chinese ' are ' really 
sincere in their oft-expressed desire 
for closer economic' union with this 
empire: they should , see the ' reason 
underlying our demands."'

.Interests 'Mutual. ' : 


"The interests of Japan and China 
are identical," .wrote another business 
'man. "We'have no desire to . crush 
China. On the contrary, ,we want her 
to develop/' 
Declaring that the treaty 
signed 
early in the year is unsatisfactory 
both to Japan and 'China a writer in 
tb,e.Kokumin urges the Japanese-na- 
tion to "stretch out its aj-ms to; China 
and by its national power to 
help 
China and win her everlasting. friend- 
ship.;'

He continues: 
"What we should 
do now is to-make practical'use of the 
privileges already secured. The busi- 
ness men of Japan' should riot indulge 
in. meditation, casting .their heads 
down. 
Some influential Japanese 
statesmen should go to Peking to. se- 
cure the good will of the Chinese, and 
build up an entente based on helpful- 
ness and friendship." 
Baron Ishii,, the new minister of 
foreign affairs, is represented as fa- 
voring a policy of conciliation with 
China. This kind of policy is backed 


by the business interests who 
are 
'seekin g to extend • the Japanese mar- 
kets and in a general way develop the 
material' interests of the empire. An- 
other group, representing the political 
interests, are said to "favor a'more ag- 
gressive policy towards the Oriental 
neighbor. 
v Baron. Ishii, who was subjected to 
an almost endless series of questions 
about China o,t a. recent meeting of 
the budget committee of the Diet, said 
that the government would have no 
hesitation in giving official recognition 
to the proposed empire when it is con- 
sidered certain that no disturbances 
will occur. 


The impression exists here' that 
Japan does not -wish, to alienate the 
sympathy of her ally, Great Britain, 
and the other great powers, including 
the United States, by action against 
China which might be interpreted a» 
unduly aggressive and arouse hostile 
>public opinion abroad. The altitude 
of Great Britain which is interpreted 
by some Japanese as acting as a brake 
on Japan, is beginning to arouse con- 
siderable criticism of England.

A constant effort has been made by 
Russia to discourage • the idea that 
the present city of Harbin is Chinese 
territory. • Being such an important 
center on the Trans-Siberian railway, 
the Rusaians have always endeavored 
to maintain as strong a hold as possi- 
ble upon the .city. Without actually 
declaring- their ownership,, they.hare 
endeavored . to .create the Impression 
that Harbin is Russian territory. 
Until the opening of the present war 
they were-strenuously opposed in, this 
position .by other European powers.

many and her allies, Great Britain 
and Prance: have changed their" atti- 
tude somewhat because of the ques- 
tions directly connected with the war I 
which have .risen in China.

particularly, from the territory named 
and from Quebec.
